Now becauſe the ſumme of our Happi- 
neſs here ſtandeth in two things, That God 
| [is at peace with us, andthat we live in obe- 
dience to him, and both theſe foundediin the 
Covenant of Grace, Sealed by the Blood of 
Chriſt, the great Apoſtle, High-Prieſft, and 
Shepheard of the Church, and ratified by 
the power of his Reſurre&ion z therefore 
the Apoſtle hath ſo couched theſe things in 
this Prayer, that it may bea Summary both 
of his DoGrine touching the perſon and offices 
| of Chriſt in this Epiſtle, and of the Exhorta- 
tions unto ſRedfaſtneſs in Faith and Obedi- 
ence frequently inferred therefrom. 

The Words contain in them Two general 
parts : A Prayer , and Arguments to enforce 
it.

From the Love of Chriſt, the great 
Shepheard of his Church, in purchaſing all 
the mercies of that Covenant with the price 
of. his own Blood. 3. From the power of 
God bearing witneſs to the Efficacy and pre- 
valency of that Blood, in Raiſing Chrit from 
the Dead. 4, From the Paſtoral Office, 
wherein Chriſt applyeth and diſpenſeth rhe 
Mercies of this Covenant, as the great She- 
pheard of the Sheep.

Knee may be near, when the Heart is farr 
off, We muſt try how our Conſciences 15 
freed from the allowance, and our Will from 
the love of Sin, What life of Grace is in our | 
Heart, How our Soul ſtands in awe of 
God's Commandments. The outward At 
may be diſſembled, but no Man can love God 
in Hypocriſie; Again, the outward At may 
be diſabled, but nothing can hinder the 
Heart from delighting in God's Law. Eve- 
[fy Man is that in God's Eye, which he is in 
his Spiritual Capacity. A Bodily ſervice,like 

a Body, is Dead without a Soul to animate 
and enliven it. 

2, Life of Grace within will produce; . 
_ without. 1n vain do we pleaſe our 
ſelves in the opinion. of a good Heart, \ if | 
there be an Evil Converſation. Grace in 


the Heart, like Leaven in the Lump, or Sap!
